What 1S a rare token? 


When I first got into the hobby of 
collecting trade tokens, I thought 
"one of a kind" was as rare as they 
got.- What do you think? And how 
much does rarity really count any- 
way? 


In my collection I .!iave a number of 
"one of a kind" tokens - no one else 
has them. Yet the token that would 
sell the quickest is the Holden Co-op 
token good for 5¢. As far as I know 
there are four tokens from the Holden 
Co-op and they are the only tokens 
from the town of Holden, Utah.. 

Three of these tokens are good for 5¢. 
Not a truly rare token, right; yet 
all tokens from Holden, Utah have 
permanent homes. 


Let me give you another example. 

At last month's "dig", three tokens 
were found from Frisco, Utah. There 

has got to be at least 15 tokens 

now from Frisco. Not a rare token right? 
Three more were found. That had to 

bring the price of Frisco tokens down; 
yet none of of the tokens that were 
found are for sale. I do not know 

of any Frisco tokens for sale. 

One collector waited about a year 

for a Frisco token to come up for sale. 
Try to buy a token from Frisco, you will 


find a lot more stories than anything else. 


And unless you have a lot more money 
than common sense, you will find that 
all tokens from Frisco, Utah already 
have a home. Frisco tokens still bring 
a good price - womewhere between 

$200 and $500. 
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I guess the point is; rarity does not 
always count for a lot. Just 
because a token is "one of a 

kind" doesn't mean it will bring 

big dollars. The interest has 

to be there. Maybe someday a 
number of collectors will specialize 
in Salt Lake tokens and the prices 
will climb higher than in other 
smaller cities. If this happens 

it will be because the interest 

is there. 


One last example. Three or 

four collectors have specialized 

in the Tintic mining district area 
and have caused the prices of even 
Eureka tokens to be quite expensive. € 
Interest in the area has caused any 
token from the area rarer than 

five known to be almost impossible 
to obtain. They all have homes 

and are not available, usually not 
at any price. I guess that is 
because no one knows how much they 
may be worth in the future, or 

once they are sold they cannot be 
replaced - not at any price. 


How much are they worth? Well 
I would sure like to buy them 
at their melt value.

A good friendof Numismatics here in 
Utah passed away a couple of weeks 
ago. Dr. James Hansen (whom many 

of us knew as Jim in the club) 

was kind of a closet collector in a 
sense, because he did not openly 
flaunt his knowledge or expertise 

in several areas of U.S. and World 
coins. The fantastic collections 
that he aquired over the years were 
(as far as Utah collections) second 
to none... He was a "true blue" 
collector because he took in all the 
factors when he purchased coins. 

For example; condition, rarity, 
color, etc. He always had something 
positive to say about every kind of 
collector and was always willing to 
listen to some new information or 
Knowledge from that person. He had 
many collections; crown size coins 
of the world, Great Britain, U.S. 
Silver dollars, half dollars, and — 
quarters. Franklin halves were a 
specialty of his, because he thought 
they were a true sleeper in high 
grades and also because twenty years 
or so they will be like BU Walking 
Liberty halves are now. In the past 
few years he started to collect Utah 
Trade Tokens and often said the 
Stimulating feelings of competitive- 
ness were greater in tokens than 
anything he had yet experienced and 
he enjoyed it immensly. He had 
aquired one of the finest Utah Trade 
Token collections known in just a few 
years of searching. 
Pat, always supported the local and 


national clubs by attending, exhibiting 


and lecturing at the trade shows and 
club meetings. 


His loss will be felt by many of us, 
not just as a trusted friend, but 

as agiantof a numismatist. We wish 
he could have been with us longer to 


Share his insight of collecting exonumia.
